EFFECTS OF A CHANGE IN GOVERNMENT. 

The Democratic politicians have indus- 
triously held up before the country the enor- 
mous Republican majorities in the elections 
of 1872, when Gnant had almost no opposi- 
tion in GrrEtzy, and wherever the Repub- 
lican majority m 1876 falls short of that in 
1872 there is a shout that the people have 
changed. In Ohio, at the October election 
in 1870, the Republican majority was 13,831; 
in 1871, it was 16,084; in 1872, it was 
12,104; at the Presidential election in No- 
vember, it was 31,268; in October, 1873, 
A, Demecrat, was elected by 813; in 
1874, the Democrats had 17,000; im 1878, 
the Republicans had 5,500; and in 1876, 
8,500. The majority is a little short of vhat 
it was in 1872, but it is decisive, and fore- 
tells a majority for Hares in Noyember of 
25,000. So in Pennsylvania at the October 
election in 1872 the Republican majority 
was 34,000, and in November it was 136,000. 
In 1874 the Democrats elected their candi- 
dates by 4,600, and in 1875 the State gave a 
Republican: majority of 12,000. It is 
not essential that the Republican par- 
ty should carry Pennsylvania by 136,000 
in 1876, nor would a reduction of 
that majority to 25,000 indicate that 
any considerable proportion of the people 
had changed their minds. Before the date 
of the elections in 1872 the cause of Gareiry 
was known to be lost, and the majorities 
against him largely exceeded that of the one 
party over the ot her. 

The Republican party has been on trial 
during the last four years, and the elections 
of 1875 and 1876 have shown that it is vindi- 
cated in the judgment of the people. That 
there have been fr suds and corruptions among 
the men in office is notorious; that dishonest 
men have been in places of trust and be- 
trayed the public is not deniable; that 
abuses have existed and been practiced is 
admitted. But these men have been rigor- 
ously stripped of their honors; frauds have 
been uncovered, and the guilty brought to 
justice; great abuses have been corrected, 
and the party has fearlessly discarded all 
men under suspicion, and has presented as 
its candidates two men whose public and 
private records are beyond reproach. The 
party has rid itself of all responsibility for 
official dishonesty by expelling the guilty 
from its councils and prosecuting frauds to 
conviction. ‘ 

The Republican party, however, has been 
on trial upon the most important question of 
Government. At the time Gen. Grant be- 
came President, in 1869, the Government 
credit was at alow standard. The national 
bonds sold up to that time had not command- 
ed over 81 cents on the dollar. The nation- 
al finances were in deplorable confusion, and 

to all the evils of uncertainty. One 

party had just proclaimed the practical re- 
pudiation of the bonded debt, and had pro- 
posed the indefinite expansion of the cur- 
rency, then seriously depreciated. There 
was no Governmental policy. One of the 
first acts of the Republican party in 1869 
was to place upon record a national pledge 
that the United States intended to pay all its 
debts, bonded and currency, in coin, and to 
this policy the Republican party was then 
committed and is to-day committed. For the 
first time, the national credit assumed a per- 
manent improvement. The world accepted 
the national pledge, made in good faith. 80 
rapidly did this credit that, 
while no bonds had been sold by the 
Government prior to 1869 at more than 
81 cents, Congress felt justified a year later 
in authorizing the refunding of the outstand- 
ing bonds with new bonds bearing lower 
rates of interest. It was true that in 1673 


from 1870 to 1875, had raised the American 
credit to a permanent and advanced standard, 
$600,000,000 of the national debt, and ro-

The 
values of property and investments of all 
kinds will be revolutionized, and chaos will 
come again. 

We do not believe the country is prepared 
to change the Government for the purpose of 
doubling the public debt by expanding the 
issue of greenbacks or the issue of bonds to 
men who carried on the War to destroy the 
Union. We do not believe the Northern 
people are disposed to change the Govern- 
ment that taxation may be doubled. We do 
not believe the bankers, merchants, and 
manufacturers of the country, who are just 
recovering from one panic, desire a change 
in the Government, that all stability in 
finances and confidence in business may be 
destroyed. We do not believe that any por- 
tion of the people—the “‘ claimants” except- 
ed—have any intention—just as trade, com- 
merce, manufactures, and production gener- 
ally have so far recoyered from the panic 
that they are looking forward to a healthy, 
permanent improvement—to destroy all this 
by making a change of Government, that the 
„Solid South may be paid its losses in its 
own war against the Union. 


EXPLANATIONS NOT EXPLAINING. 

The in skirmish before the grand 
battle is over, and the Democratic pickets have 
been driven in.

In the presence of more 
than ten thousand people, and in broad day- 
light, they presented their pistols at the 
ticket office of the Kansas City Fair Associa- 
tion and forced the Treasurer to hand over 
$10,000. They murdered officers sent to 
arrest them, and, despite their plunderings 
and murders, so enlisted popular sympathy 
in their behalf that the reward of $25,000 
for their capture remained unclaimed, though 
their whereabouts were well known, and, in 
fact, instead of hiding, they paraded them- 
selves publicly for the admiration of their 
fellow-Missourians. And had they re- 
mained in Missouri to the end of their 
lives doubtless they might with impunity have 
gone on with their raiding of railroad 
trains, and have been regarded with ad- 
miring pride by their fellow-citizens of that 
Commonwealth. But they extended their 
field of operations to Minnesota, made their 
attack on the Northfield Bank, committed 
their dastardly murder of Hrrwoop, and, to 
their wonderment, doubtless, they were not 
thereon hailed as heroic fellows who had 
gallantly gathered fresh laurels. Instead, 
the Minnesota farmers turned out with their 
shot-guns and rifles, followed up the trail of 
the assassins like sleuth-hounds, and hunted 
them down. What must have yet more as- 
tonished the outlaws who survived the fight 
they made when overtaken was that, instead 
of being hanged to the nearest tree, they 
were handed over to the authorities 
to be dealt with according to law. 
In Missouri, where the barbarism of 
slavery bred border-ruffianism, and where 
during the War the border-ruffian developed 
into the yet more villainous guerrilla, the 
same state of society in which there 
was place for the border-ruffian and guerrilla 
has been so far maintained that to-day, as the 
career of the Younarr-James gang proves, 
there is place also for organized banditti. No 
Catalonian bandit was (ver more securely 
habored than were these same outlaws in 
Missouri. The local authorities were just as 
powerless to fetch them tq justice, because 
of the popular sympathy with them, as are 
the Italian police to capture the banditti who 
demand ransoms for their prisoners. Sheriffs 
and detectives long ago ceased daring to at- 
tempt the capture of these Missouri ban- 
ditti. So thoroughly in sympathy with them 
were the people of the counties in 
which the outlaws lurked, that no 
officer ventured to attempt to call 
out the posse comitatus to aid in their ar- 
rest. Even now the State officials actually 
decline to furnish the Minnesota authorities 
information that will aid in bringing the mur- 
derers to justice, or that will enable their 
captors to secure the rewards offered. Mis- 
souri witnesses refuse, or are afraid, to tosti- 
fy against , and to-day the attitude of 
the great Commonw 2alth of Missouri toward 
the Youneer-James gang is practically that 
of friendly protection. Nothing could more 
sharply emphasize the difference between the

OBITUARY. 


JOHN FRCH CLEVELAND. 

The telegraph has already noticed the death 
of Jon Frrou CLEVELAND, Who for over thirty 
years had been a member of the editorial staff 
of the New York Tribune. He was born at Cly- 
mer, N. Y., Feb. 4, 1819, and received a liberal 
education, the rudiments of which were acquired 
in a log-house. In 1836 he received a position 
on the Tribune, and ten years later he married 
Estuer Gnmsinr, a favorite sister of Mr. 
GREELEY, the gifted Marearer Full being 
one of the bridesmaids. He was an indefatiga- 
ble worker, and labored in many positions, 
among them those of Albany correspondent, 
editor of the semi-weekly and weekly editions, 
and news-editor. In 1852 he temporarily with- 
drew from the paper and was appointed Asses- 
sor in the Sixth District of New York City. In 
1869 he was transferred to the Thirty-second 
District, a post which he held until 1871, when 
he resigned. He then returned to journalism 
and became financial editor of the Tribune, and 
for many years compiled the Tribune Almanac. 
The New York Tribune says of him:

OBITUARY NOTES. 

Among other deaths recently reported are 
those of Gzonegr HIN PkRTz, the eminent 
German historical writer, who was the official 
historian of the House of Brunswick-Lunen- 
bourg, and whose great work in twenty-one vol- 
umes, Monuments of German History.“ has 
made him famous the world over; of Sir 
Grorce Har, eighth Marquis of Tweeddale, 
who held the rank of Field-Marshalin the En- 
glish army, and wasa representative Peer of 
Scotland of Maj. W. W. Lanpgr, formerly 
private secretary of CHARLES SuMNER, who 
has been for the last two yearsa well-known 
politician of Colorado; of JEREMian HaRRinc- 
Ton, of Springtield, Mass., who died at the ad- 
vanced age of 105 years; and of another cen- 
tenarian, Mrs. Hannan Haw ey, of Boston, 
daughter of Lieut. Rottins, who fought at 
Bunker Hill, im her 102d year; of Baron Lis- 
GAR, who was better known as Sir Joux Youna, 
the Governor-General of Canada from 1868 to 
1872; and of Sopmia THorgav, sister of Henry 
THOREAU, and the last of that remarkable fam- 
ily. The Springfield (Mass.) Republican says of 
her last days: 


Since the death of her mother, four or five years 
since, she has lived chiefly in Maine among her 
nearest relatives, bat away from the scenes with 
which her dearest memories were associated—the

The result was highly sat- 
isfactory, and, in consequence, the enterprise of 
last summer was projected. 

spring were completed by 
Lieut. Mintzer, on behalf of his Philadelphia 
backers, with the firm of Short Brothers, in New 
London, for the purchase and fitting out of a 
vessel for an expedition to the ar regions. 
The work was immediately undertaken and 
pushed with all the energy and secrecy that was 
possible. The little topsail schooner Era, which 
had braved the danger of that part of the world 
more than once before, under command of Capt. 
George Tyson, in the whaling traffic, was pur- 
chased, and made ready for a voyage. Old sail- 
ors, who were familiar with the necessities of 
Arctic expeditions, noted with surprise the 
small store of provisions taken aboard, 
and naturally inferred that a long ab- 
sence was not anticipated. A crew of 

thirty men was secured, and the 
services of wimaux Joe, who had been with 
Capt. Hall on Polaris, and to whom was due 
in a large measure the preservation of life in 
Tyson’s ice-floe party, and of Capt. James Bud- 
dington, Conn., an old whaler, well acquainted 
with Aretic navigation, and ice-pilot of the 
Tigress, were secured; the latter as Sailing- 
Master of the Era. The former was incorrectly 
represented as having sailed with the Pandora, 
from London, last May, under the auspices of the 
New York Herald and London Telegraph. The 
Era took as part of her equipment, 
some 3,000 feet of tramway, a quantity of min- 
ing-tools, and lumber for tool-houses. All 
questions of the curious were met with evasive 
answers on the part of those én in these 
preparations, and the slightest licity given 
to their ons was resented. : 
At length, on the 5th of June, without havin 
attracted much notice, the expedition saile 
from New London under ‘command of Lieut. 
Mintzer, who, it is said, had obtained a six 
months’ leave from the Government for this 
purpose. The impression was given out in New 
London that he was going after specimens of 
Arctic ony flora, minerals for the 
Smithsonian Institute; but this evidently was a 
secondary object, and was used as a veil to cover 
the principal aim of the expedition. Between 
two and three weeks ago the Era touched at St. 
John's, Newfoundland. on her return. Lieut. 
Mintzer left her at that point, she con- 
tinuing her voyage toward Philadelphia 
under Capt. 2 and he tak- 
ing more speedy modes of trans- 
portation in the same direction. He was in New 


| London last week, and has since gone on to Phil- 


adeiphia. He exhibits a few ornithological, cra- 
nial, and other specimens brought forthe Smith- 
sonian Institute, but absolutely refused to give 
any information regarding the size and charac- 
ter of the Era’s cargo, or regarding the occupa- 
tion of his crew during their stay at Cumberland 
Inlet.

The 
best comes from Siberia, Sweden, and Norway, 
though some is found in Canada, New Hamp- 
shire, and elsewhere. In plates for stoves 
it is worth $10 a pound. Grapliite, from which 
lead-pencils are made, is still more rare and 
precious. It is found in small quantities, but 
vay pure, in Ceylon. The most famous mine 
was in Cumberland, England. where it occurred 
in small nesis or nuggets of the size of the fist 
or smaller in ck. So valuable was this 
mineral on its first discovery that an act of 
Parliament was passed to protect it from 
plunder, and the utmost precaution was taken 
to save every particle of it yielded. This supply

OLD-TIME FRANCE. 


Life at the Court of His Most Christian 
Majesty. 

George M. Towle tn Appleton s Journal yor October. 

The King was reduced to utter self-helpless- 
ness, in accordance with the stubborn laws of 
ceremony which surrounded him, by 4 vast 
crowd of servitors. It took a grand-almoner, 
eight chaplains, eight clerks, a sacristan, and a 
chapel-master to provide his spiritual necessi- 
ties. The grand-master of the household had a 
large retinue of servants at his command. It 
was his duty tosee tothe properfurnishing forth 
of the Royal table; and he Was a sort of house- 
hold Prime-Minister, who held a cabinet coun- 
cil of maitres d' hotel, controllers, and masters 
of the counting-house, every week. ‘The duty 
of providing the household was divided into 
seven departments,—the goblet, the kitchen, 
the pantry, the wive-cellar, the common kitchen, 
the fruitery, andthe pinfold; and over these 
presided the first maitre d' hotel. Underhim were 
twelve assistants, whose duty it was to put the 
meats upon the Royal table, and to haud the 
King the wet napkin which he used before eat- 
ing. There were three masters of the count- 
ing-house for disbursing the expenditures; and 
there was an officer whose sole duty it was to 
take charge of the Royal plate. Another great 
department of the palace was that of Grand- 
Chamberlain. He was a grand gentleman in- 
deed, usually a Duke or Marquis of high descent ; 
even the first gentléman of the chamber 
his Lieutenant, is represented in the pictures of 
the time as a gorgeous creature, all velvet and 
satin, with a wig of magnificent proportions, and 
an ample wealth of lace in his’neckcloth and 
ruffles, and of plumes in his hat. There were 
twenty-six of these gentlemen of the chamber 
to aid the Chamberlain in his arduous duties of 
attending to his Most Christian Majesty’s per- 
sonal wants; and these in turn were assisted 
by four blue-blooded valets, who slept by 
turns below the King’s bed, ready to serve his 
slightest wish. Under the Grand-Chamberlain, 
too, were sixteen usher’, thirty-two sub-valets, 
twelve bearers of the mantle, two arquebusters, 
eight barbers, a dentist, eight upholsterers, 
three watchmakers, six grooms, two chairmen, 
besides painters and sculptors, kennel-men 
and laziers. The department of 
wardr was supplie by a  grand- 
master, twenty valits, a trunk-bearer, 
four grooms, three tailors, one linen- 
starcher, and three laundresses. “When the 
King dressea,” says La Croix, “the crand- 
master assisted him to put on his under waist- 
coat, his blue sash, and his justaucorps; when 
the King tndress he handed him his night- 
dress, nightcap, and handkerchief; while other 
masters of the wardrobe were in attendance to 
give the King his handkerchief, gloves, cane, 
and hat, or to assist him in emptying his pockets 
when he came in to change his dress.”

The expense of this gorgeous establishment 
—and it must not be forgotten that the 
King had many others, such as Marly, 
Meudon, Fontainebleau, Compiegne, St. 
Cloud, where the same yal state 
was preserved—and of the fetes and pageants of 
the Courts, was, as may well be believed, enor- 
mous. The statement of a few of the salaries 
and other expenditures will serve to illustrate 
to what extent poor France Was burdened and 
.bled to sustain the pomp of its vain and dis- 
solute Royalty. The department of the first 
gentleman of the bedchamber cost $100,000 a 
year, that of the first maitre d’hogel $80,000. The 
whole household were lodged, féd, and clothed 
at the expense of the Royal Treasury; and, be- 
sides these, the captain of the greyhounds got 
2,500 livres a year, and the “ keeper of the fancy 
dogs 1,500. On one occasion Louis YVI.. who 
was far from being a spendthrift by nature, 
laid out over half a million dollars in 
repairing his furniture; ani this was an 
annual expenditure. An excursion to 
Marly for three weeks involved an er- 
tra outlay of $20,000,. by reason of the mere 
transfer of the Court. The mere moving of the 
King from place to place cost him half a million 
francs a year. The military corps attending 
his Majesty, comprising “infantry, cavalry, 
body-guards, French guardsmen, Swiss guards- 
men, the Cent Suisses,“ light-horse 9 
gendarmes of the guard, gate guardsmen,”’ 
in all nearly 10,000 men, were an er- 
pense of over a million and a half 
dollars a year. In those vast Royal stables at 
Versailles, of which Taine says that they were 
** so ample and beautiful that, even under Louis 
XIV. himself, they sometimes served as a cav- 
alcade-circus for the Princes, sometimes as a 
theatre, and sometimes as a ball-room,’’ were 
nearly 2,000 horses, over 200 vehicles of 
various sorts, and 1,500 coachmen, 
grooms, and other stable-servants. Here 
was an item for the keeper of the 
royal purse of over $1,000,000 a year. Through- 
out the eighteenthth century the chase was the 
fayorite pastime of the French Kings, the 
Princes, and the court.. To be considered an ac- 
complished cavalier, a noble must prove himself 
a graceful and dashing horseman. His Majesty 
had 300 horses exclusively devoted to hunting. 
This sport cost him 6250, a year. 
Horses’ food cost $50,000, and that of the hounds 
$10,000. For thirty miles around Paris the 
King included his game preserves; no one could 
shoot within that circle unless he were so for- 
tunate as to be of the Royal party. Miles of 
forest-land about Versailles and Marly, Fon- 
tainebleau and Compiegne, were excluded from 
cultivation to minister to these pleasures. The 
Kings boast of their quantities of game. 
Louis XV, and his Court ran down 6,000 
stags in a year; even his unsportsmanlike 

ndson giories in his 460 head in a day, and his 
20,000 pieces in a year. The hunting goes on in- 
cessantly in the season. “The King,” writes 
M. de Luynes, in 1748, „has been hunting every 
day of the past and present week, except to-day 
and on Sundays, killing, since the be- 
ning, 3,500 partridges.”’

‘* Rissia’s Glory,“ was organized here for an ex- 
ploration of the Arctic Ocean. At one time the 
Government had foundries and workshops at Ok- 
hotsk; but the shallowness of the water on the bar 
was a great disadvantage, as all ships drawing over 
twelve feet were unable to enter, Twenty years 
ago the Government abandoned Okhotsk for Ayan, 
and when the Amoor was opened it gave up thé 
latter place and moved to N 8 The pop - 
ulation, which formerly excee 2, „is now 
less than 200.

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The New British Corvettes.

Half a dozen steel corvettes are forthwith to 
be added to the navy—swift, well-armed ves- 
sels—to serve as cruisers. For some time past 
steel has been regarded by shiowrights with a 
favorable eye, being tougher ahd altogether far 
less liable to fracture than iron, and now tlie Ad- 
miralty has taken the bold step of concluding a 
contract for building six war ships of this material 
without delay. They are to be built on the 
Clyde, and to be bong service, with their 
engines on board, within two years, so we ma 
expect that, for some time at least, we shall 
hear no more about the shipbuilding industry 
in that district being in a depressed condition.

The Old Deminion Gives Way te Jealousy 
and Despondency.

Wasnineron, D. C., Oct. 18.—Several of the 
Southern States have alwavs regarded the Cen- 
tennigl with disfavor. Neither the Represent- 
atives of these States at home or in Congress 
have concealed their @issatisfaction with an ex- 
hibition which has so signally demonstrated the 
superiority of the North in most of the essential 
elements of civilization, The refusal of Gov. 
Kemper, of Virginia, to ay a day for the 
State at the Centennial, with the rest of the 
original thirteen States, is fully approved by 
this clase of untaught and unteachable Southern 
Bourbons. This sentiment is embodied in the 


Richmond Dispatch of this mowningin the lan- 
In speaking of the ay 


guage which follows. 
ical agitation throughout theéeuatry, and the 
condition of the Souta, tke — says: 

We cannot see that the Centennial is a grateful 
sight to any Southern man. If we look upon it as 
a celebration of the noble achievements of 1776, 
in that light it can only be a reminder of what we 
have lossed and how low we have fallen. The 
flagitious conduct of the Government, the war 
upon peace and right of the leading Republicans 
since the opening of the Centennial, have entirely 
satisfied us with the conduct of Virginia, and we 
care nothing about the Centennial save in the light 
that it is from all accounts a five exhibition of art 
and artifice.

THE INDIAN COUNTRY.

In Camp, Back Hils, Oct. 13, via SpRING 
on Hu, Oct. 13.—Gen. Merritt leaves this 
morning with about 700 cavalry men of his com- 
mand on a raid to the east of here. No one but 
the General knows exactly the line of march, or 
what Indians it is expected to find. It is be- 
lieved, however, this movement is occasioned 
by the reported absence from the Red Cloud 
Reservation of numbers of Indians depredating 
in small parties on the settlements. These are 

oun 2 ry with the old coffee-coolers, 
ike Red Cloud and Red Dog, for signing the 
treaty instead of making war. The command 
takes ten days’ rations and moves with pack- 
train, leaving wagons behind. Whatever the 
chances of finding hostile Indians, or how diili- 
cuit the task, the past activity of the campaign 
is to be continued. The infantry and the rest 
of the cavalry remain here for the present. 

Cuprenne, Wy., Oct, 13.—Gen. Merritt left 
Custer City with 500 men on a scout to-day. 
Destination not positively known, but surmised 
to be the Belie Fourche of the Cheyenne River. 
The remainder of the command is still at Cus- 
ter.

Wasuineoton, D. C., Oct. 13,—Mang of the 
Nez Perees Indians have never been Parties to 
any treaty, and serious difficulties having arisen 
between them and the white settlers of Idaho 
and Eastern on. The Indian Bureau is now 
prepering to send a special Commission to them, 
with a view to settling all the questions in dis- 
pute and averting further trouble. The Com- 
mission will consist of Gen. O. O. Howard and 
Maj. H. Clay Wood, his Adjutant; William 
Stickney, Secretary of the Board of Indian Com- 
missioners; D. H. Jerome, of Saginaw, Mich. ; 
and, probably, A. C. Barstow, gf Providence, R. 
L; the latter two being also Members of the 
Board of Indiay Commissioners. Gen. Howard, 
who leaves W n to-day, and the Eastern 
members of the Commission, will rendezvous in 
Chicago on Monday next.

DIVINING-ROD EXPERIMENTS. 

At a meeting of the Civil Engineers’ Club of 
the Northwest, held in this city last year, a pa- 
per was read by Mr. Lattimer, Chief Engineer 
wf the Atlantic & Great Western Railroad, on 
the *‘ Divining-Rod,”’ which attracted considera- 
‘ble attention atthe time. Since the Club has 
been in correspondence with Mr. Lattimer with 
a view of having him come to Chicago and make 
some experiments with the road. Mr. L. 
D. Cleveland stated to a TRIBUNE re- 
porter yesterday that he has had some 
correspondence with Mr. Lattimer lately, and 
that there is a prospect of his coming here 
shortly to perform the experiment. Mr. Lat- 
timer claims great things for his little rod. 
He says it will discover the presence of a min- 
eral spring if there is one around. It is the 
generai impression that the divining-rod is a 
Piece of witch-hazel, but Mr. Lattimer says a 
piece of dry wood of any kind, or a piece of 
wire, willdo just as well. The peculiar phe- 
takes place when it 
is in the vicinity uf a mineral 
spring is thought to be caused 
by electricity, and one circumstance would go 
to show the truth of this supposition. In one 
experiment Mr. Lattimer wore rubber shoes 
and the experiment wouldn't work, the 2 1 
sition being that the current was broken. Mr 
Lattimer is very confident of being able to 
demonstrate just what the divining-rod can do, 
and when he makes the experiment here it will, 
no doubt, be witnessed bya large number of 
scientific gentlemen, and many peculiarities of 
the rod not now generally known or understood 
will be discevered. 

THE COUNTY HOSPITAL. 

The reported excessive mortality among the 
patients at the County Hospital in consequence 
of transferring them from the old to the new 
building is untrue. Only four deaths have oc- 
curred since last Saturday, when the removal 
was begun.

Then, 
instead of coming home, as his people kept beg- 
ging him to do, he replied no. e felt it was his 

uty to stay, and he went to wotk in Clay’s drug- 
store, putting up prescriptions, hundreds per day, 
no time to rest, no time for dinner. Clay took the 
fever and Charley nursed him, but he died. Char- 
ley still ran the store. His cook took the fever; 
he nursed her, and she recovered. Thena young 
friend, Symons; he nursed him and got him up, 
running the store all the time, day and night. He 
wrote his mother: I have to get something to 
eat the best way can. My cook is down. I nave 
no time for myself, putting up prescriptions all 
day. When night comes I am so tired I can hardiy 
put one foot betore the other. I have not had my 
clothes off in a week, and I have not brushed my 
hair in four days. This although ordinarily he 
was extremely neat and careful of his person. 
It sounds like old army times. At last, when 
Symons was up, Charley took sick. He wrote 
that he had taken the fever, but was feel- 
ing pretty strong and was confident of svon 
being up and at work again. Telegrams then 

began to pass ten or twenty a day, Charley im- 
proving, with good care he will come through all 
right, and everything looked hopeful, when all at 
once Charley is worse, and he began to sink, 
Symons nursing himin his turn and keeping up 
constant correspondence with Augusta by tele- 
graph. Finally telegrams passed with difficulty, 
the telegraph boys refusing to carry the messages 
inSavannah. It was the worst quarter in the 
whole city. The last two telegrams received from 
Symons were: ‘*‘I will stick to him to the last.” 
** I shall not sleep to- night. And the brave young 
fellow kept his word; they both died the same 
night.

CREMATION. 


The Body of an Irish Laborer Consumed at 
Washington, Pa. 
Correspondence Pittsburg Evening Leader. 

Wasumorox, Pa., Oct. 6.—This usually quiet 
and somewhat obscure place was yesterday the 
scene of unusual activity and great excitement, 
occasioned by the announcement the day pre- 
vious that the first public cremation of a human 
body in the United States would take place at 
the new cremation furnace upon the day follow- 
ing. 

The news must have spread over a vast 
amount of territory in one day, for as early as 
4o’clock yesterday morning the crowd came 
pouring in. At 9 o’clock a. m., four stages, 
three carriages, and sixty men on horseback ar- 
rived from Waynesburg, Jacksonville, and rros- 

rity, the ——— party having started 

he evening previous and traveled all night in 
order to witness this, the tevent of the 
century, The train on the Hempfield Railroad 
brought up an excursion y of 1,200 from 
Wheeling, West Alexander, and Clays- 
ville, while the train from Pittsburg 
took on board excursion parties, numberin 
about 500, at Mansfield, Cannonsburg, an 
other points, At 12 o’clock an extra 
train arrived from Wheeling, bringing some 
1,400 people. The cremation took place at pre- 
cisely 4 o’clock. By that time it is estimated 
that not less then 10,000 strangers were in town, 
and the scene in and about the furnace building 
was perfectly bewildering. Everybody was 
scrambling for a good on in order to get a 
glimpse of the bedy while being cremated. Now 
it was simply impossible for such a large con- 
gregation to get even near the building, and 
ropes had to be stretched in order to keep back 
the surging crowd, who were all intent uponthe 
sole purpose of seeing. 
intimate friends of the proprietor of the furnace 
were permitted to enter the building, your cor- 
respondent happily being one of that number. 
he body which had the honor of being the 
first cremated in the United States was that of 
au Irish laborer, who assisted in building the 
furnace, and met with his death while in the 
performance of his duties. It appears that he 
was engaged in laying the stone steps leading 
up to the furnace, and while raising a heavy 
stone, accidentally stepped upon the Lay. of an 
old rusty scythe, which caused a painful wound 
from which lock-jaw set in, causing his death on 
Tuesday evening last. Before breathing his 
last he requested that his — de cremated in 
the furnace he assisted in building. As he had 
no relativesin this country, his request was 
complied with, and what remains of the body 
is now securely sealed in a beautiful urn where 
all persons who so desire can see. The method 
of cremation was as follows: At precisely 4 
o’clock the body arrived at the furnace in the 
hands of six pall-bearers. It was laid on a sort 
of litter constructed for the occasion. It was 
made of plain black-walnut, trimmed with satin, 
and by this means the useless coffin was dis- 
pensed with. The body was placed in the fur- 
nace and the flames turned upon it at ten min- 
utes alter 4, and in forty minutes afterward 
what was once a rom 4 was then about six quarts 
of white ashes, which were immediately placed 
in a beautiful urn constructed especially for the 
occasion. It bears the following inscription : 

„This urn contains the ashes from the re- 
mains of Thomas Collins, who was cremated at 
Washington, Pa., Oct. 5, 1876. He was a native 
of Ireland, of the County Cork, and near the 
Town of Belley Castle. Died Oct. 3, 1876. 
Peace to his ashes. 

After the cremation the great multitude of 
people dispersed for their respective homes, 
many, however, remaining until this morning to 
view the furnace, which excites a greater inter- 
est among our citizens than the Centennial Ex- 
position.

SITTING BULL 


Report that He Is on the Little Missouri! 
His Band Ready te Surrender. 
Correspond:nce New York Worid. 

BisMABCK, Oct. 5.—There is little positively 
known in regard to the exact whereabouts of 
Sitting Bull and his band, but it is generally be- 
lieved from all the reports received that he is on 
the Little Missouri, about six days’ march from 
here. A report just received from Fort Peck, 
750 miles above this place on the Missouri, states 
that a party of Indians belonging to that Agency 
while out hunting met four Indians from Sitting 
Bull’seamp. They stated that his camp was on 
the Little Missouri, and that nis band were in 
need of food and ammunition, and in 4 very 


short time would be reduced tothe greatest 
want and suffering. They were watching the 
progress of affairs at the different Agencies to 
determine what they should do, most of them 
being willing to go in and submit tothe Govern- 
ment if they thought they would be taken care 
of. Other reports aro to the effect that Sitting 
Bull has all his wounded from the different 
fights with him on the Little Missouri, but how 
true the statement is is not known. One thing, 
however, is certain: the Indians realize the fact 
that they have received the worst of the cam- 
paign, and the majority of them are now willing 
to make the best of the situation and 
enter the different agencies while they 
can. They. are thordughly disheartened 
and demoralized: they are without food 
—many of them without shelter, having 
abandon their lodges while retreating before 
the soldicrs—and with a long, hard winter star- 
ing them in the face, the prospect is certainly 
not a cheering one for them. That they ar. out 
of ammunition for hunting or fighting is evi- 
dent from the efforts they have made at differ- 
ent places to obtain some at almost any price, 
it being stated that they offered the Indians at 
Fort Peck a pony for eight or ten rounds. 
not surprising, therefore, that they should be 
anxious for peace—and Government rations. 
Without having positive authority for it, I 
think I am safe in saying that the Seventh Cav- 
alry will leave within a week to scout the sur- 


rounding country and drive all the wandering | 
Indians it can find into the Agencies, and help | 


to disarm and guard them there.

Francis E. Hinckley Files a Bill 
for Rent Against the Freie 
Presse.“

now steps into the gap to furnish a topic of con- 
versation and a defendant for a bill in chancery. 
Yesterday Francis E. Hinckley filed a bill agaiust 
the Freie Presse Printing Company, Ed- 
mund Juessen, L. J. Kadish, Fredolin 
Madliner, Richard Michaelis, and Leo 
poid Schenck and the eue Freie 
Presse Printing Company asking a number of 
favors. He states that the Freie Presse Printing 
Company started in business in September, 
1872, and soon after leased the store No. 185 
Washington street, together with the brick 
building in the the rear, for a period of five 
and a balf years. The rent to May, 1873, was 
$250 a month, and after that ,$4,000a year. In 
November, 1874, complainant bought the 
premises leased by the Freie Presse, and subse- 
quently, it having failed to pay the rent, issued 
a distress warrant against it. 

Shortly after the Freie Presse Printing 
Company was dissolved, and the Neue 
Freie Jt’resse Printing Company was or- 
ganized with nearly. the same Directors 
and stockholders, and for a similar business. 
Hinckley charges that this was don@ in order to 
cheat him out of the rent due him by the old 
concern, and that the pretended dissolation was 
fraudulent. The capital st of the old Com- 
pany was $300,000, and the followiug were the 
original stockholders: Edmund Jnessen, who 
had ten shares; L. J. Kadish, Who had ten shares; 
Fredolin Madliner, six shares; Richard Michael- 
is, 254 shares; and Leopold Schenck, twenty 
shares. They pretended to wet per cent on 
their stock, but complainant thinks not even 
that much was paid, and that they yet owe over 
90 per cent on their subscriptions. 

Inasmuch as the visible and tangible asscts of 
the old corporation have beenj§swallowed by the 
new Company, any prosecution of the distress 
warrant or other proceedings at law will be un- 
availing. Mr. Hinckley therefore asks that an 
accounting may be had; that the true inward- 
ness of the sudden metamorphosis into the Neue 
Freie Presse may be discovered and laid open; 
that the stockholders of either Company may be 
set out; and that a decree may be entcred direct- 
ing the defendants to pay him the 818, 000 rent 
due, in such proportion as be equitable and 
just as between the parties defendant. 

HEAVY LAND sort.

With the fifth volume of **The History of the 
Norman Conquest,“ Mr. Freeman brings the 
great work which has occupied him during the 
past ten years to a worthy close. It deals with 
s period in the life of England second to none 
other in its influence upon the destiny of the 
people; and deals with it, it is almost needicss 
to say, with commanding ability. The author is 
an acknowledged master of English history, and 
into this exvlication of the political events grow- 
ing out of the Norman Conqucst he has put the 
best fruits of his schularship, Eis ambition, and 


hiséndustry. 

The closing volume of the book is confined to 
the clucidation of the effects of the rule of 
William the Conqueror upon the institutions 
and usages of the insular Kingdom which was 
brought under his dominion, and of the rela- 
tions, civil and social, between the Normans and 
the English.

THE LADIES’ LIBRARY ASSOCIA- 
* ‘TION OF KALAMAZOO. 

On the Michigan Central’ Railroad mid- 
way between Chicago and Detroit, there 
lies, in a level valley surrounded by 
a cimle of low hills, a beautiful vil- 
lage of about 12,000 inhabitants. It is noted 
among travelers for the attractiveness of its 
situatiou, for the regularity of its broad streets, 
the neat exterior of its houses, and the ampli- 
tude and luxuriance of the shade-trees and 
shrubbery ia which it is literally embowered. 
But it is not of these outward charms, visible to 
any stranger’s eye, of which we mean here to 
speak; but of a higher distinction, which has 
gained for the liquid)y-named Town of Kalama- 
200 an exalted estimation with all who know its 
inner character well. 

At the present time, when to many minds the 
question of the work and place of woman out- 
side of domestic life is one of pressing impor- 
tance, the history which follows of a woman’s 
institution in Kalamazoo is peculiarly appropri- 
ate. It has a significance that is not merely 
local in interest, but contains hints capable of a 
wide and useful application. Its lessons will 
throw light on the vexed inguiry as to the 
ways and means by which women may influence 
a community, continually and @ecalthfully ele- 
vating its moral and intellectual tone, without 
offending a punctilious sense of right and pro- 
priety. The work was begun, as often the 
greatest and best works are, without any notion 
of the extent it would reach or the effects it 
would accomplish. It was conceived in humili- 
ty, was nurtured in quietude and modesty, and is 
now regarded, after long years of silent agen- 
cies for good, without boastfulness or obtrusive 
pride. Like most things of genuine worth, it 
sprang fram a germ of unsuspected poseney, 
and its noble growth has far surpassed the hopes 
of those who have watched and guided its de- 
velopment and progress. 

Twenty-five years ago,—in January, 1852,—a 
few earnest, intelligent women of Kalamazoo 
met together to discuss the feasibility of estab- 
lishing a circulating-library for the benefit of the 
village. Books were scarce in those days; and 
in this Western town, though cammercially act- 
ive and thrifty, like other places of its size, 
there was the common want of the inental stim- 
ulant to to be derived from contact with the re- 
flections aud researches of authors who are the 
real benefactors of the world. Means were 
scanty for the organization of the desired insti- 
tution. and the projectors were women, whose 
purses are everywhere proverbially lightly sup- 
plied. Yet these spirited workers had in abun- 
dance powers that rival in utility the “‘all-mighty 
dollar; they had resolution and a stcadfast 
perseverance. It is unnecessary to relate the 
circumstances by which their object was accom- 
plished. The details of à slow and difficult 
process, performed with inadequate instrumen- 
talitics, whose absence must be provided against 
by ingenious contrivances, are only dess weari- 
some than the actual labor that achieved a suc- 
cess out of the elements of defeat. 

It is epough to say that, within a tew months 
alter the inception of the undertaking, several 
hundred volumes had been assembled together, 
an encouraging list of subscribers had been se- 
cured, and the Ladies’ Library Association of 
Kalamazoo was an assured institution. It was 
not the first organization of the kind in the 
State. A similar work had been commenced by 
the ladies of Flint, in the year 1851; but no in- 
telligence of its progress or results had aided or 
affected the career of the enterprise carried for- 
ward in Kalamazoo. 

The scope of the institution we are describ- 
ing was not limited to the circulation of. books. 
It was included in the purpose of the founders 
to make the Association wich promoted its 
rrowth an educator in all permissible ways. 

‘ery soon after the society was formed there 
were established annual series of lectures by 
popular speakers before the lyceums of the 
country. These were continued for several 
years; but, the machimry by which they were 
operated being found too troublesome for 
wonnen to manage alone, agrecably and success- 
fullv, they were abandoned, and other methods 
exciting of intellectual inquiry were substituted 
in thei place. 

In 1856 the reports of the Association includ- 
ed records of “ Social Meetings,’’ as thev were 
unpretendingly called, which convened the last 
Wednesday afternoon of every month. At these 
mectings, which were not expected to invite the 
attendanve of members of the sterner sex, and 
probably few women not interested in ee prac- 
tical work of the Library, topics of curfent im- 
portance occupied the attention. Several origi- 
nal essays Were usually presented on each occa- 
sion, selections from authors who had sagacious- 
ly treated the subject under consideration were 
read, and free discussion was encouraged. Kal- 
amazoo had at this time not half its present 
number of inhabitants, yet there were then as 
many as thirty or more thoughtful women who 
regularly sought these unostentatious meet- 
ings, with a genuine craving to get from them 
some suggestions that would help in the per- 
formance of life’s every-day duties. : 

The Social Meetings were sustained until the 
exciting events of the summer of 1561 centered 
all thoughts upon the internecine strife be- 
tween the North and the South, and 
engaged the labors. of the women in 
titting-out soldiers for the Army of the 
Union, and providing comforts for the sick and 
the wounded who suffered in camp and hospital. 
But the habit of social assembhes having some 
intellectual aim for their main object was now 
tixed in Kalamazoo, and in the winter cf 1881 a 
system of Evening Readings was established by 
tiie Association. The ladies threw open their 
parlors for the accommodation of the few enter- 
prise, and, through the months when the even- 
ings were long enough for the purpose, the 
Readings were maintained fora period of seven 
years. Once a fortnight, no matter what the 
weather, a considerable company was sure to 
be gathered together, and to partake with zest 
of the entertainment provided. 

The programme generally consisted of choice 
bits cu led. from the best prose and metrical 
writers by the readers of the evening, with vocal 
and instrumental music interspersed for variety 
and enlivenment. Suitable intervals were al- 
lowed for conversation; and the whole was 
cancluded by a report, prepared by some one 
who had been a spectator, of the order of exer- 
cises of the last previous Reading. Sometimes 
one of the plays of Shakspeare was read, in- 
stead of the ordinary miscellaneous selections, 
—as many individuals taking part as were re- 
quired to fill-up the different characters. Again, 
charades would occupy the entire evening: or 
music and dramatic recitations would usurp the 
programme. By these occasional changes the 
interest was sustained, and the popularity of 
the Readings kept up to the last. The publip 
was free to attend, and all were alike ma 
welcome,—decent behavior and the small fee of 
10 cents an evening being the only requisites for 
the admission of avy citizen. The auditors 
sometimes numbered above a hundred, but 
the average attendance was considerably less. 

In 1888 a class in History was formed under 
the auspices of the Association, and taught by 
one of its most 72 2 
course consisted of twenty lessons, u 
rate orcas a week, and attended by about fifty 
ladies, old and young, married and single. The 
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of business and social meetings, and contain, in 
addition to the book-cases, a well-filled cabinet 
of minerals and fossils, cases of insects, casts of 
famous sculptures, copics of paintings by the 
old masters, original works by modera artists, 
photographs of world-renowned cities and mas- 
terpieces of architecture, engravings, auto- 
graphs, and other objects of interest and value. 
The taste and aspirations of the ladies of the 
Library Association are well exemplified in the 
üttings and adornments of these beautitul 
rooms. 

If we now review the career of this society of 
the women of Kalamazoo duriug the nearly 
twenty-five years of its existence, we shall dis- 
cover that the benefits it has wrofght are be- 
yond calculation. In the first place, the Board 
of Administration, comprising fifteen of thd 
most efficient members of the Association, have 
convened once a month from the beginning, ane 
in earnest debate considered the most 
judicious measures for furthering the interests 
of their institution andits influences over the 
community. Books have becn admitted to the 
library only by their sanction, and not one vol- 
ume has been accepted without acaretul ex- 
amindtion of its merits. It has been a con- 
scientious aim to select thesdest works of the 
best writers in every domain of knowledge, and, 
to accomplish this, a tolerable acquaintance 
with the standard publications of the past and 
the present has been essential. In itself this 
constant survey of old and recent literature has 
been no small means of education, and the 
women who have profited by it have not re- 
stricted to themselves its enlightening effects. 
These have been, in the natpral course of 
things, communicated to others; and, like the 
debbie dropped into water, the extent of the 
excitation produced it is impossible to estimate. 

The custom of conducting their meetings in 
strict accordance with parliamentary forms, and 
of managing the affairs of the Librate in a 
prompt, thorough manner, has also afforded 
— discipline for the women engaged. 
It has, in a g degree, made-up fe the lack 
of training to business-like habits which is so- 
wofully manifest in the slipshod education of 
the majority of the female sex. 

The Social Meetings,“ continned for five 
years, extended to a wider circle the benefits of 
a school of culture. The women attracted to 
these conventions felt their minds stirred to 
serious aud fruitful thoughts, and their aims in 
life were consequently lifted higher and made 
wider. The Readings’’ still further enlarged 
the circle of educating influences, and drew in 
men and women, youths and misses, who might 
not otherwise be affected by the efforts of the 
Association. About the time the Readings”’ 
were established, the study of French was gen- 
erally entered upon by the women who had 
been infected through the agency of the Libra- 
ry with a love for knowledge. Unusual oppor- 
tunities were offered for good instruction by na- 
tive teachers, and large numbers joined im class- 
es and zealously conned their text-books and 
readers. It was not the young and the care- 
free who chiefly joined these classes. The ma- 
jority were wives, and mothers, and house- 
Keepers, aud not a few wore in their silvered 
hair the badge with which Time is wont 
to mark advancing age. It Was a singular 
yet an edifying spectacle, and hada striking 
significance. The study of French was main- 
tained for years,—indeed, is still pursued by 
many of the first pupils, who speak and read 
the language with- fluency. It will be readily 
understood that, when the classes in History 
were formed, it was an easv affair to sustain 
them; and it will be equally clear how the Li- 
brary-rooms are at the present time regularly 
filled, on the afternoon of the housekeeper’s 
busiest day in the week, by the members o! the 
Woman’s Club. . 

It is important to mention that the ladies who 
have been most active in the support of the 
Library, and most efficient on its Board of Ad- 
ministration, have been leaders in the society of 
the town. Few school-teachers and 

dants have worked with them. Un their own 
a and at their social gatherings, the ma- 
jority would be remarked as cultivated, charm- 
ing women; but no tinge of the Blue-Stocking, 
no smack of the independence and asser- 
tion of the Woman's Rights“ advocate would 
be discovered about them. In their Associa- 
tion they have kept wholly aloof from the 
question of woman’s suffrage.—wiscly bent 
upon holding close to the original object of 
their institution, mental and moral culture, 
pure and simple.“ The results of their organ- 
ized and persistent cfforts are notably apparent 
in the refinement ot their homes, the elegance 
of their manners, the intelligence of their con- 
versation, and in the good taste that adheres to 
artistic effects in their fashionable dress. The 
effect upon the entire community has not 
been less conspicuous nor advantageous, al- 
though its extent may not be suspected by the 
many, nor by them be referred to the proper 
source. 

The moral of this story need scarcely be 
pointed. It shows what women may accom- 
plish for the public good by combined action 
directed in appropriate channels. Its applica- 
tion may be made in any town, however small, 
where there are women who desire to increase 
the range of their mental activities, and who 


would help others onward while advancing,

AFRICAN POTTERY. 

Lieut. Cameren’s Diary, published in the 
Journal of the Koyal Geographical Society, con- 
tains an interesting account of the primitive 
method of manufacturfhg pottery as it is prac- 
tised among certain native tribes of Africa. 1 
was much interested,” says the writer, in a 
village (Kisurge) by watching a potter at ber 
work. First she pounded enough earth and 
witer for one pot, with a pestle such as they use 
in beating corn, till it formed a perfectly homo- 
geneous mass. She then put it either on a flat 
stone, or, on the bottom of another, and, civing 
itadab with her fist in the middle, to forma 
hollow, worked it into a shape roughly with her 
hands, keeping them constantly wet, and then 
smoothed out the flager-marks with a corn-cob, 
and finally polished it over with one or two bits 
of gourdand a bit of lat wood,—the bit of gourd 
giving it the proper curves,—and finally orna- 
menting it with a sharp-poluted stick, I went to 
look at it, wondefing how it was to ge taken off 
the stone and the bottom shaped, when, lo and 
behold! it had no bottom! J waited to see 
what would be done, and, after it had been 
drying four or five hours in a shady place, it was 
stiff enough to be bandled carefully, and a bot- 
tom worked in of another piece of clay. I timed 
one from perinuing to pound the clay till it was 
put aside to dry, and it took thirty-five minutes; 
putting in the bottom might take ten more. 
This would hold from two and a half to three 
gallons. The shapes of many are very graceful; 
and all are wonderfully truly formed (like the 
amphora in the Villa Diomed, at Pompeii). 
They are used for palm-ofl.”’

SHOWERS OF FLESH. 

The June number of the American Journal of 
Microscopy states that the substance which fell 
from the sky in Kentucky a few weeks before, 
in what was called a miraculous shower of flesh, 
proved, on examination under the microscope, 
to be of undoubted animal origin. One speci- 
men was determined to be striated muscular 
fibre: others proved to be lung-tissue; and still 
others, cartilage. The nature of the material 
being thus certified, there still remained a mys- 
tery as to its origin and manner of descent 
from the heavéns. The August number of the 
Journal contains a paragraph cut from the Colum- 
bus (Ga.) Znquirer of June 10, which throws light 
upon the obscuré side of the phenomenon: “A

quite ashowerof flesh fell upon and around 
them. It at first seemed as a miracle to them. 
as they had often heard of flesh ‘ raining’ from 
above. They cast up their eyes and discovered 
several buzzards about 100 feet above them, 
flying about; and this explained to them the 
mystery. aud one, too, which has so often oc- 
curred and been unexplained. Asa Louisvilie 
Professor has suggested, this may account for 
the famous shower of fieshin Kentucky. The 
particles of the Columbus shower were not 
* or analyzed, as were those of Ken- 
tacky.” \

COMBUSTIBLE EARTH. 

Certain caverns in the higher parts of Reunion 
Island are paved to the depth of an inch or so 
with combustible earth. M. de l’Isle lately vis- 
ited one of them in order to examine this sin- 
gular soil, and found it to be a soft, friable, in- 
sipid, inodorous substance, of an ochre-ycllow 
color. It was easily broken into fragments or 
crushed to powder. When dry, it durned with 
a short, yellow flame, and with little smoke or 
smell. When dampened, it consumed on the 
application of a lighted match, without flame, 
but with a good deal of smoke and a vegetable 
smell. On being studied with the microscope, 
the substance was discovered to be composed 
entirely of small bodies which were either 
spores or grains of pollen. It was afterwards 


determined that these were nearly identical 


with the — of a species of Volypodiuin 
growing in Reunion. From the cohesion of the 
spores, and the slitin most of them through 
which the contents had escaped, it is supposed 
that the accumulation in the cavern was caused 
by water rather than by wind.

of Appeals adverse to the legality of the cumu- 
lative sentence imposed by Judge Davis. Im- 
mediately arrested ou new suits, he lay fora 
time in a New York jail, while lawyers cunsum- 
ed his means in litigation; and then, suddenly 
escaping from the Sheriff’s hands, he followed 
Sweeny and Connolly into exile, leaving be- 
hind him au unsatisfied judgment for millions 
against his estate. Curiously enough he was 
even then bunted finally to earth through the 
remorseless pencil of the caricaturist. Forced 
to leave his first place of refuge 
in Cuba, be took passage for Spain, 
and in August, 1876, after nine montis of 
anxious liberty, was identificd by. means of a 
caricature on his arrival at Vigo, and at once 
arrested. There was no rest or peace for him 
except within his prison’s walls. Sweeny and 
his brother, far more cautious than Tweed, had 
early taken refuge in fligut. Timid by nature, 
and appreciating the fury of thé storm, Sweeny 
had, in December, 1871, on pretext of ill-health 
withdrawn to St. Catherine’s, in Canada, and 
from this point of vantage attempted to nego- 
tiate a peace. Failing in this, he subsequently 
went to Europe, accompanied by his brother, 
and the two thereafter resided exiles in Paris. 
They were abundantly supplied with means, for 
they had kept much of their plunder well, in 
hand; but none the less they were outcasts and 
pariahs, and knew themselves to be such. The 
brother, James, drank himself to death in June, 
1875, while the more astute Peter B., less for- 
tunate. remains a solitary exile in a brilliant 
capital, shunning most of all the faces of his 
countrymen, and awaiting in shame and fear 
the issue of the suits which involve the owner- 
ship of his New York property. . 

onnolly fled the country early in 1872. His 
timidity counseled him well. In Europe he 
wandered helplessly about, passing much of his 
time at first in Egypt, where some passing 
stranger vividly described him as sitting upon 
the piazza of his hotel, “shunned by every- 
body, with trembling hands and vacant eyes.“ 
Subsequently he was reported as living with his 
son-in-law at Vevay, in Switzerland. 

Hall alone, of them all, attempted to re- 
sume his old ways of life. The ban, however, 
was upon him. The law firm of which he was 
a partner dissolved, and things went badly with 
him, until at last, in the early days ot 1576, 
New York was astonished by the sudden an- 
nouncement that the ex-Mayor had decided 
to abandon his profession and to become an 
actor.

He performed but 
in a single play, specially written for him, 
and having a very direct reference to the 
odium inte which he had fallen as Mayor; but 
his failure was too evident to admit of ques- 
tion, even by himself; so, having once more 
made himself ridiculous, he shuffled off the 
stage back to his law office. Wnether- he would 
change places with Sweeny is an open question. 

The lesser satellites of the Ring were not 
more fortunate.

Genet, Wilbour, Fields, and Cook are likewise 
in exile, bankrupt and depressed, bearing as- 
sumed names, living from hand to mouth, and 
anxiously studying extradition treaties.”

Ejected from the Bench and dis- 
qualified from practice at the Bar, broken in 
health, ruined in character, bereft of influence, 
and dependent on a father-in-law for support, 
Barnard could only show his strong sense of dis- 
grace by denunciation, at once fierce and impo- 
tent, of every one who had contributed to bis 
downfall. 

Cardozo, — more fortunate, escaped an 
expulsion from the Bar only by a piteous appeal 
to the mercy of the Bar Association, accom- 
panied by the assurance of his intention to im- 
mediately leave New York and settle in the ex- 
treme West. When the proceedings against 
him had been abandoned, he quietly resumed 
the practice of the law, at first in the lower, and 
then, emboldened by impunity, in the higher 
courts. But his haggard, anxious face testified 
to the suffering which bis disgrace had caused 
him,and those who knew him best are of him 
as a broken-hearted man. Even his nephew 
Nathan—his “ Gratz ”’—after his uncle’s resig- 
nation, having become despondent through pe- 
cuniary losses, added to shame and family mis- 
fortune, attempted his own life. 

McCunn, proceeded yoy like Barnard and 
Cardozo, was removed from the Bench by a vote 
of the Senate on the 2d of July, 1872. Broken 
by dissipation, his system yiel to the heavy 
strain of shame and excitement, and next 
day he took to his bed. He died three days 
later in “affluence,” but neither in peace nor 
“ease.” Of the whole number who in July, 
1871, were so flushed with success, so secure in 
power, so lavish iu their vulgar wealth, not one 
in 1875 but would have joyously exchanged his 
lot with any decent inhabitant of the city he had

munity of Undependables,—a class to be watch- 
ef,—but, in this, even the Chinese-philoist 
speaks of his protege’s honesty with a reserva- 
tion, whilst the blunt man with the club tells 
you unhesitatingly that every Chinaman is un- 
trust worthy. To de sure, his experience is 
pounded by California; but that, too, limits our 
interest in the matter.

Savs Alfred Clark, Clerk of the Chief of 
Police: ** Those violating the laws by thieving, 
gambling, and prostitution, will be more than 
10 per cent. Nearly every Chinaman breaks the 
laws and the ordinances of the city.” 

Says D. J. Murphy, District Attorney of San 
Francisco: “I have looked at my docket for 
two years, and find that, of 700 cases I examined 
before the Grand Jury, 

ONE HUNDRED AND TWENTY WERE CHINESE,— 
princpally burglarics, grand larcenies, and mur- 
ders. 

Says Davis Louderback, Police Judge of San 
Francisco: “ As witnesses, their veracity is of 
the lowest degree.“ 

Says H. H. Eilis, Chief of the San Francisco 
Police: There ave about 2,000 regular crim- 
mals. 

Says Charles T. Jones, District Attorney of 
Sacramento: “A large proportion of the Chi- 
nese here in Sacramento] belong to the criminal 
class; whilst I believe every Chinaman will 
steal when he gets a chance.“ 

Says Matt Karcher, Chief of the Sacramento 
Police: “I would 

NOT BELIEVE ONE UNDER OATH.” 

It would scarcely be just 4 say that these 
gentlemen are victims to prejudice, and that 
their hot statements should be taken with a 
seasoning grain of salt. Besides, I have omit- 
ted the most conclusive ‘“‘ sworn statement“ of 
all. The clincher is furnished by the Kev. A. 
W. Loomis, missionary amongst the Chinese, 
when he sans: As a Mice, they are honest.“ 

Notwithstanding the great dimiculty met with 
placing the law’s rough fingeron John in 
flacrante delictu, our Buckles have moved-on”’ 
quite a goodly number of wayward Celestials 

across the bay.“ Charles Aull, Turnkey 
of the California State Prison; at San 
Quentin, reported. in June last. that 
out of 545 foreigu-born convicts, 195 were Chi- 
hese. The crimmal class is ever a burden and 
ancxpensive nuisance; but here we have not 
even the satisfaction of knowing thatthe Chinese 
taxparers defray the cost of the prison-keep of the 
convicts of their own nationalitv! Fated to en- 
tertain an unprofitabiec crowd of aliens, the State 
has not only to sit and watch the support of its 
worthy chudren plucked away by strangers, but 
has the bitterness of having to P 

SUPPORT THESE Is. MAELITES 
taken red-handed, with tribute from her own 
wheat-sacks. Here, again, are facts and figures 
in evidence: 

Alexander Badlam, the City and County As- 
sessor, informs me that the whole amount of 
the property-tax drawn from the Chinese in this 
State is less than $10,000 per annum. The 
State appropriation for San Quentin is $120,000 
per annum,—the earnings of the prisoners falling 
that much short in the maintenance of the 
prison. This sets the net cost of each prisoner 
to the State at 30 cents per diem. Two hundred 
Chinese convicts, at this rate, amount to very 
nearly $22,000 per annum, or $12,000 more than 
the amount of their property-tax. Still, there 
are those who laugh at the Californian who 
cries that, if this crop of tares is not checked 
and rooted out. Eurcka will soon be erased 
from the State arms, and “ Ichabod” written in 
its place.

BEWARE OF THE POTATO. 
To the Editor af The Tribune. 
CaicaGo, Oct. 13.— our readers have a very 
faint idea of the very great value of the article 


menced against the unprincipled merchants 
and manufacturers who poison their wares for 
the sake of gain. The articles of Mr. R. haye 
taken up much space in your paper for the last 
two months, and this shows how mach count 
dence you piace in his statements. But are you 
aware of the fact that Mr. R. has only chosen 
a single article of food out of many which are 
not only deleterious in themselves, but also 
*chemicalized” before we use them to such an 
extent as to make them absolutely poisonous? 
1 assure you, sir, it is a fact, 
as I propose to show in this short 
paper. But first let me remark that 
the boldness of Mr. R. in this cause is very com- 
mendable. Of ‘course he knows whereof 
he speaks, and why should any one attempt to 
refute facts so plainly stated by such a close 
and accurate observer as Mr. R. shows himself 
to be! There was one gentleman a few weeks 
ago (Prat. H.) who had the assumption not only 
to intimate that Mr. R.’s articles were unsub- 
stantiated by farts and figures, but he even con- 
sidered them sensational. And you showed 
your own fair-mindedness and desire to advance 
true knowledge by heading his article ““Cheeky,” 
whereupon many of your readers rejoiced. ** A 
Lady Reader“ attacked the Professor vigorous- 
ly, reviling him with such expressions as nar- 
row- minded,“ and Mr. Rossiter sarcastically 
thanks him for eonsidering the articles sens- 
tional. This is just and right, for not 
only have wou done the public _ ser- 
vice, but doubtless you have taugit 
the Professor that he must keep his science out 
of the newspapers, as if, perchance, it does con- 
form to experience, it is inevitably cheeky 
and out of place. It is highly instructive to 
notice how completely and utterly Mr. R. 
ignores anythiny; that may be said by old fouy 
scientific men or physicians. He has taken the 
proper course to prove nis statements in this 
respect, and itis best for the scientists not to 
interfere. Whit does a chemist,e. g., know 
about the traces of poisonous matters he can- 
not detect? Nothing, absolutely nothing; but 
the close observer does see the effects of these 
traces on the human organism, and hence he 
knows they are there. 

No chemists with their acids or spectroscopes 
can deny such fats as are thus obtained. 

But now to the special subject in hand. The 
writer hopes that his article may do good to the 
mauy unsuspecting victims to the insidious 
poison they are daily consuming with their food. 
Perhaps no artiele is more largely consumed as 
food by the masses than the vegetable known as 
the potato. But when we look at its mode of 
growth, the insects that feed upon it, the dis- 
cases it is Hable to, how can we fail to recog- 
nize that we are all in danger of entering pro- 
mature graves! a 

It is perfectly well known to ell of your read- 
ers that a poisonous substance known as Paris- 
green is used to alarge extent to protect the 
vine from the potato bug. Paris-green is a 
deadiy poison, being a compound of arsenic 
and copper, eithwr one of its constituents being 
very poisonous. A chemical analysis would de- 
termine for us whether the arsenic or the cop- 
per finds its way into the edible portion of the 
potate. But wa are not dealing with the chem- 
ical. analyses; they are of no use to us in this 
matter, for even though the chemist find no 
arsenic or no cop por, could any one doubt that 
traces of these clements do find their way into 
the potate, and make it dangerous to eat pota- 
toes? Besides, the.experience of the great inass 
of your readers isin favor of this conclusion, 
for I dare say most of them have 2 
cases where persons with weak stomachs, or 
otherwise in poor health, have taken potatoes 
for breakfast ani been sick before noon. It is 
time the public was aroused in this matter, as 
we have no mea is of knowing how many are 
being slowly but surely poisoned by their daily 
dose of Paris green. A chemical friend of mine 
Professor in one of our largest institutions uf 
learning, once njade a chemical examination of 
some potatoes g?own in presence of Paris green, 
but he faiied to detect anything poisonous in 
them. Still, this does not affect my statement 
in the least. that people have been sick after 
eating potatoes, just the same as after eating 
„chemicalzed s igars.”’ 

Further than this, it is evident that there is a 
poisonous princgale in the potato which has 
never been isolased or described. This is proved 
by the fact that the potato-bug, which feeds 
upon them, is poisonous, and where does this 
poison come frota if not from the potato? 

Still another pint may be raised here relative 
to the moral effect of eating so much potato. It 
ie a well-known act that food taken into the 
stomach undergoes certain changes, and the 
different portious are transformed into certain 
definite compounds. Now it is said that from 
potatoes a very good kind of alcohol can be 
made. Isit not, therefore, probable that the 
potatoes we eat are transformed into alcohol in 
the stomach! Thisis a point the temperance 
society would do well to investigate. As there 
has never been any proot offered that it is not 
so, therefore sensible people may believe it is 
true and let chemists say what they choose.

ORNAMENTAL FLOWER-POTS. 
To the Editor af The Tribune. 

Cuicaco, Oct. 12.—I agree with Little 
Lucy“ in believing that one of the ways tognake 
life enjoyable is to have books, but it is only one 
way. Mrs. J. C. H. says “if you are too poor to 
havea carpet on vour floor do have a flower in your 
window,” try and make your house, however 
plain and unpretentious, so charming that when 
husband and boy turn their faces homeward 
they will feel that they are going to rest, and 
when the time for going to their business comes, 
they will linger to the latest moment. When 
it is stormy outside, make it brighter within. 
Put on a ribbon or dress that is par- 
ticulariy becoming. Above all, though, 
do not wear your morning-drass all day 
just because it is raining and there 
will not be any one in—those whom 
vou love the best wil be there. Have some 
diviuity for tea that all like, and an entertaining 
book or game for the evening. 

May I tell you how to make some pretty 
tlower-pots that will cost you only a few cents, 
and which any person with a hammer, few nails, 
and a little ingenuity can have? Take one of 
those small fruit-boxes that you saved but did not 
know what use it was. Varnish or stain it with 
walnut stain (take a bottle to a furniture-dealer 
and he will give vou all you need for 15 or 20 
cents, and it is convenient to have in the house); 
then go to your wood-pile, or if you have old 
fruit trees with little dead bunches all the bet- 
ter, but procure twelve straight sticks of round 
wood about one inch diameter and cut these 
three inches longer than the box. Now nail 
them on log-cabin fashion and varnish, and you 
have as pretty a pot or hanging-basket as you 
care for. 

For a side-basket take one-half of a nail-keg 
for back and half of an old butter-bowl for 
frout. Naii together and stain. Tack on bits 
of grape-vine or anything that will give it a 
rustic look. Sew a large eye, such as is used for 
frames into the back to hang by, and then put 
iu your plants and vines. 

I think, Mrs. J. C. H., that the leaves need a 
little more than you give them. I iron 
them on both sides, and then rub the wax on 
my iron and just run them over. I prefer white 
wax. Wil you please to tell us how to orna- 
ment flower-pots with them! Have you gather- 
ed of the large-ieaved clovers to trail over 
the picture-cords and curtains? They will make 
you think of the woods all winter by their fra-

SPATTER WORK. 
To the Editor of The Tribune. | 

Cnc, Oct. 11.—For the benefit of the 
Little Woman I send directions for spatter. 
work taken from an old number of the “ Floral 
Cabinet,“ which, I think, will be plain anough. 
I wish I could spend a brief hour with the Lit- 
tle Woman ;”’ I could show her so much better 
than I ean write. She asks what domestic“ 
is. By domestic I mean common cotton cloth, 
such as “Wamsutta” or Fruit of the Loom.“ 

Select a few graceful and delicate ferns; take 
a piece of cardboard, a dressiug-comb, a soft 
todth-brusb, some pins, or, better still, needles, 
and alittle black writing ink poured into a 
small plate—for you are apt to get too much on 
from your inkstand. Arrange your leaves on 
the cardboard, and fasten them in the desired 
position with needles placed erect; hold the flat 
side of the comb parallel with the ferme, and, 
after just touching the end of the brush to the 
ink, for you cannot get too little at a time, 
rub it briskly and lightly across the teeth 
of the comb, always using the coarscst 
end. The shading will soon begin to appear. 
Continue the 3 till it grows very dark 
elose ta the leaf. Work it all gradually lighter 
towards the edge of the cardboard. When the 
ink is perfectly dry—and not before—take out 
the needles, and remove the ferns. The effect 
varies with the texture of the material on which 
the workis done, and with the depth of the 
shading. If it is done on cardboard it is very 
pretty for lamp-shades or card-baskets. Done 
on light shades of velvet, it is pretty for sofa 
pillows, chair-bottoms, pin-cushions, or even 
neckties. ‘ 

These fern forms look well on light wood orna- 
ments, or on glove-boxes, fans, table-mats, fire- 
screens, etc. On wood the spatterine is ren- 
dered more durable by giving it a coating of 
gum shellac dissolved in alcohol. Ou Swiss 
muslin these fern forms are btautiful for pin- 
cushions and toilet sets, esneciaily if they are 
lined with colored silk the effet is charming. 

Some prefer the brigit-colored inks, For 
things to be washed indelible ink may be used. 

I have seen truly elegant tidies for parlor 
chairs made by taking a piece of satin jean, ar- 
ranging an initial with ferns for the centre, and 
a little wreath around that then spattered, and 
for the border a bit of black lace sewed on. I 
have seen transom-windows shaded with bits of 
lace curtains, and the one over the front door of 
the house I now occupy had some green cloth 
tacked against it when I moved into the house. 

A much prettier way, and one not socommon, 
is to cut a piece of white cotton cloth a little 
larger than the glass, and then spatter it, using 
ferns either in groups or forming with them the 
number of the house; then tacking it in place. 

Against my sitting-room wall hang the words, 
“(God Bless Our Home,“ made from small 
pieces of ferns arranged in letters on a piece of 
cardboard, spattered and framed. Above and 
below it are two bunches of autumn leaves and 
green ferus, and along the cords are draped 
Spanish-moss from Florida. I also made across 
which is beautiful in spatter, showing two sides, 
ove side in shadow, but I am afraid I could not 
tell on paper, plainly, how t) make it. 

I have seen ladies use instead of the comb. 
one of these littly toy sicves, costing about 10 
cents, but I prefer the comb. You can often 
improve the looks ot whatever you are spatter- 
ing by spattering very lightly over the white 
forms after the leaves have been removed. This 
will remind you of a veiled beauty or sunsbine 
peeping through a cloud. 

Finally, I would warn you to be careful of 
two things: First, select only the tiniest leaves 
and most delicate ferns, or the work will have a 
coarse ‘look not pleasing to the eye of taste; 
and, second, be very sure and dip only the least 
little bit of the brush in ink, or the **apatter”’ 
will be too heavy; the finer the mist of ink falls 
the prettier will be your picture. A little expe- 
rience only can teach you just how much ink to 
take up. Cloth is much easier to spatter than 
paper, because if you do happen to get the spat- 
ters too heayy it will not be so apt to show.

ADULTERATED SPICES---PUMPKIN

Hupsox, Mich., Oct. 9.—We have read so 
much about poisoned sugars that one begins to 
question what one can eat or drink with safety. 
We housekeepers are using spices for seasoning 
daily. Have you ever thought how large a per- 
centage of buckwheat flourwe use in ground 


black pepper, or how much corn meal in mus- 


tard, and what is mixed in cinnamon that gives 
it the queer taste it has! It is impossible to use 
it in preparing some articles of food satisfac- 
torily, aud is that not one reason when making 
mince pies, why so many of our friends think 
the use of brandy indispensabic? That covers 
up the discrepancy, but beware; it is 
better to get the spices in bulk, prepare them 
with mill and mortar yourselves, and then use 
them moderately and substitute pickled-peach 
vinegar for brandy for pies and for pudding 
sauees also. I am sure that feeding children 
on strongly-spiced food you are only preparing 
the appetite ior stimulants of another nature. 
We have friends who practice using wines at 
dinner, but refuse their three boys, of course, 
and when father aud mother are out of sight 
the boys help themselves, and take it by the 
whole bottle to the barn and treat their little 
friends. Better not keep the article at all, and 
it will not be likely to get to the bara in that 


way. 

I used to think there was no other way to 
cover up my bowls of jelly except with a bran- 
died cloth or paper. It 's all nonsense. A but- 
tered paper, or paper dipped in the white of an 
eve, is much better. I will ask those who nse 
olive oil if you suppose you are using oil made 
from olives. Is there not more oil sold than 
there is manufactured from the olives? 

We have had Boston paked beans with the 
indispensable brown-bread dished up in the col- 
umns of The Home so regularly of late that I 
have thought perhaps a pumpkin loaf would be 
achange. I would not attempt beans, as I am 
not a Boston woman, although I can cook beans 
tip-top, we think, and in a little less time, too, 
but I do want those Boston ladies to have this 
recipe forpumpkin loaf:

THE HUMBLE RICE-PUDDING. 
To the Editor ef The Tribune. 
MILWAUKEE, Oct. 13.—My brother and my- 
Self have been very much interested for many 
weeks in the Home Department” of your 


valuable paper, aud as we live a lonely life in | 


the country take great pleasure in trying differ- 
ent recipes, and have found many in this De- 
partment that gave us great satisfaction. 

And now we wish to send our mite. First 
comes mother’s recipe for potato yeast. This 
is particularly valuable from the fact of its 
never becoming sour. Take 12 common-sized 
potatoes, boil soft and mash hot, pour over one 
pint boiling water, add one pint cold. water, 
straim through a cullender, add one teacup 
sugar, one tablespoon salt. When cool add one 
teacup baker’s yeast. Set in a warm place {not 
hot), allow it to rise light several times (say four 
or five), and beat down. After which place ina 
glass jar, cover tightly, and set in a cool place. 
Half a Jeacupfal of this is sufficient for two 
ordinary-sized loaves of bread.
